At last . we 
caine to Hermit Lake, and stopped for 
a moment at the Appalachian shelter 
whé@re'we left qur names. , We 
passed one lone climber on his 
way. down the mountain and had 
been informed by him that the clouds 
were coming down into the Ravine 
over the Head Wall, -Sure enough! A 
Short walk brought us {into the open 
in view of the precipitous. Head Wall 
over which trickles the ‘Fall of a 
Thousand Streams.” « To our left was 
Bootts Spur, down whose steep side 
many slides have left their scars. 

The high walls on “either side of the 
Ravine shut out the sunlight except in 
the early part of the day, and the snow 


Which | collects at the foot of the Head 


Wall “remains nine months out of 
twelve, and sometimes longer. As the 
snow melts in.the spring, & miniature 
glacier is formed several hundred feet 
in length and twenty or more feet in 
Width, beneath which the stream runs. 
This cannot withatand the mid-summer 
heat, however, and has fallen at times 
with a resultant loss of life. As we 
advanced we saw the arch of which 
considerable still remained. We lunch- 
ed beside it and dug out a little snow 
for July snowballs; 

The path, beyond this pojnt, led be- 
side Qne of the many. streams almost 
straight up the Head Wall, until near 
the top on its right, then crossed to 
the other side. The three younger 
members of the party were led a bit 
out of our Way by this blind crossing, 
and were obliged to slide back a shogt 
distance. This portion of the journey

Surmounting, the Head Wall, the 
Cone is. reac hed, and an area of moss 
upon whi¢h the climber Is apt to walk 
cautiously ‘with a feeling that holes 
may yawn beneath, A strong wind and 
driving fog met us as We passed up to 
the Cone, which-is strewn with bould- 
ers everyWhere, The use of our sweat- 
ers or coats was found agreeable as 
Wwe passed to the left of the ‘Painted 
Trail,” the straight path to the top, and 
skirted the base of the Cone to get the 
wind at our backs to assist in the steep

WORK STARTED ON 


THE NEW 


BRIDGE. 
Wednesday work was commen: ed 
“mn the South Union street bridge by 
the contractors, John Ross —& Non of 


Poston, The matter of building a new 
bridge to. replace the “ramshackle 
structure of the last 40 years has‘bee 
tinder consideration for many years. 
In 1897, John Godin, a South Lawrence 
city father, presented an order asking 
for a new bridge. The project has 
eradually advanced until finally every- 
thing is in. readiness to  ouiid the 
bridge, : 
The preliminary work has -been com- 
pleted and the surveying and laying 
cut has been done. The Work of ex- 
cavation will be started in the morning 
vnd within a few weeks a substantial 
brtdge will have been finished. The 
bridge will be Considerably wider than 
the present ohne and will allow for a 
sidewalk on either side.and the double 
tracks which the Boston & Northern 
proposes to lay. Beneath the bridge’ 
“the Boston & Maine will rum two more 
‘tracks than now, making four in all. 
Yris will add greatly’to the value of 
the South Lawrence freight yard, now 
considered one. of the best 
During the cénstruction of the bridge 
htraffic will be interrupted on th« belt 
line and Salem lines of the Boston & 
Northern, but the interruptior will not 
be serious.’ A footpath has becu estab- 
lished for people from Mervanack 
street to Market street east of the 
present thoroughfare and only a short 
Walk will be necessitated. Men will 
be stationed by ®he Bostan & Maine 
at oa point Where the footpacin crosses 
‘its rails, Passengers on the Boston & 
Northern cars will transfer at Merri- 
mack street to cars at Market street. 
The belt line cars will run both ways. 
The street over the hill wiil be new- 
ty twice ag wide as now and will be a 
great improvement over its p,esent 
siate. The grade of the hill will be 
changed but not appreciably.
